Crowd of Delegates.

BOSTON, July 13.—The third day of the 


great Christian Endeavor convention was 
International Citizenship day. It broke 
fair and cool, with chilliness in the air 
that presaged rain before night. 
There 


was some stir and bustle about the streets 
of the sections of the city where the in- 
vading army is most numerously quar- 
tered. There was some jostling on the 
overcrowded sidewalks, some long lines of 
blockaded electric cars in narrow streets. 
The convention is evidently no junktt 
to the great majority of delegates. Mechan- 
ics hall and tents, Endeavor and Williston 
will hold scarcely half the 49,362 registered 
delegates today speaking nothing of the 
20,000 Endeavorers from adjoining places 
who daily swell the throng. Consequently. 
during sessions in these places many 
thousands of the visitors improve their 
time by visiting historic points of interest. 
When side and overflow meetings are pro- 
vided they are always crowded with en- 
thusiastic followers of the banner. The 
usual early morning prayer meetings were 
held at 6.30 o'clock in various churches in 
Boston, Cambridge and Somerville and 
were largely attended.

REMARKABLE BUSINESS. 


High Prices for Wool, Cottons Active, 


Increased Shoe Shipments. 


R. G. Dun & Co.'s weekly trade review 


says: A business flood so strong and 
rapid that the conservative fear it may 
do harm is out of season in July. But the 
seasons this year lap over and crowd each 
other. May frosts and frights, it is now 
evident, kept back much business that 
would naturally have been finished before 
midsummer, and allowed the culmination 
of one season to get in the way of efforts 
to begin another on time. 
But the vol- 


ume of business, however it may be meas- 
ured, is remarkably large for the month, 
even in a good year, and clearing-house 
exchanges for two weeks have been 35 per 
cent, larger than last year and 6 per cent 
larger than in 1892. 


Wool is still advancing with enormous 


sales, 12,714,000 pounds for the week, and 
in two weeks of July 26,497,614 pounds, 
against 11,986,550 in the same weeks of 
1892. 
As the sales are about four times the 


weekly consumption, it is obvious that the 
market is essentially speculative, but the 
rise abroad Ires set the country ablaze so 
that western holders are asking even high- 
er prices than heretofore. Scarcity of do- 
mestic wool helps them, and as j'et the en. 
ortnous sales of foreign only compensate for 
the reported decrease in the domestic clip? 
Cotton goods continue active and strong, 
with comparatively little difficulty as to 
labor. The northern mills have taken 
little over 100,000 bales in the past three 
months, since cotton was below seven 
cents, but with cotton bought cheap for 
five months ahead, they are liable to do 
good business. It is not the season for 
activity in boots and shoes and orders 
have fallen off, but shipments in July have 
been 191,170 cases against 167,326 in 1892, 
and prices of shoes, leather and hides are 
as stiff as ever.

A Former Employe of C. A. Ropes Enters 


his Store Nightly and Takes Money 


From 
the 
till. 
Held 
in 


Heavy Bonds. 


One of the most audacious series of 


of burglaries that has happened in this 
town was detected last night very cleverly 
by the police. For some weeks past C. A. 
Ropes, the Eagle street fish dealer, has 
been missing money from his till. The 
disappearance was unaccountable at first, 
but very soon it was detected that the 
last window in the side of the build- 
ing 
was open every 
morning 
the 


money was missing. ,There is no sash in 
this window; it is only protected by a fly 
screen. Evidently the purpose of leaving 
the sash out is to allow a free circulation 
of air as this window; is over the fish tubs. 
Mr. Ropes did not make known imme- 
diately the robbery hp was being subjected 
to, but waited, hoping to detect the rob- 
ber. He was unsuccessful, however, and 
reported the matter to the police, who 
formed a plan that wprked well. 


Last night Officer Smith was sent to the 


market to keep watch. He secreted him- 
self inside and calmly awaited develop- 
ments. Shortly before midnight he heard 
sounds of some one approaching and com- 
ing up the narrow space between the fish 
market ?nd Tower & Porter's block. He 
remained as silent as possible. Soon the 
comer reached the window and moved 
the screen sufficiently to allow of his en- 
trance. He entered without much hesi- 
tancy, scrambled over the tubs as eas- 
ily as possible and took a seat. He 
sat very unconcernedly and smoked 
his cigarette. 
When 
he had fin- 


ished his smoke he started for the money 
drawer and then he was interrupted. Be- 
fore he could open the drawer the officer 
pounced upon him and made him prisoner 
He was greatly surprised and could offer 
no manner of excuse. The officer marched 
him to the police station and it was dis- 
covered he was Patrick F. O'Brien, a for- 
mer employe of Mr. Ropes. 


O'Brien is about twenty years of age and 


was employed by Mr. Hopes about three 
years. He was considered a young man 
of good character. 
He left Mr. Ropes' 


employment about a month ago and then 
the stealing began. A roll of bills is left 
in the drawer every night and contains 
fives and tens and smaller ones. 
It was 


the custom of the thief to take part of the 
bills only, hoping, it is supposed, that a 
part would not be missed. In all about 
seven trips were made. 
The amount of 


money taken cannot be stated, but it is 
over 550 and less than $100. 


O'Brien was arranged in court this 


jnorning. He pleaae? guilty, having no 
alternative, and was held in $800 bonds for 
the grand jury. He will have a longer 
rest in jail before his trial than he had 
when he smoked his cigarette, providing 
he does not get bail. There has not been 
a more cooly planned burglary detected 
here in many years and the police are to 
be congratulated.

Labor day is nearing fast and though 


there has been a good deal of talk about 
the Diocesan field day of the Father 
Mathew society to be held on that holi- 
day, 
it would appear a very imperfect con- 


ception if it is generally entertained here. 
The societies of the Springfield diocese 
and some without have the matter of at- 
tending under consideration.

PUSHED TOO HARD. 


A Car Shoved Through the End of the 


Arnold Print Works Coal Shed. 


Quite an accident occurred the other 


day at the large coal shed of the Arnold 
print works. The shed is located so that 
a spur track from the Fitchburg railroad 
west of the little tunnel runs into the top 
of it and the coal is let out »throu gh the 
bottom of the cars, so that all shoveling is 
saved in unloading. On this occasion a 
train of five or seven cars was being 
pushed into the. shed, and when the en- 
gineer attempted to stop, the engine 
wheels slipped on the track and he could 
not bring the cars to a standstill as quickly 
as was necessary. The result was that 
one car was pushed through the end of 
the shed and the coal was dumped into 
the river, which runs directly past the 
building. The coal has been shoveled out 
of the water, which is not very deep at 
that point, and taken away, but the car 
still stands with one end in the river and 
the other leaning against the building.

Tho parliament now being elected will 


be the 20th of the United Kingdom, and 
tho 14th of Queen 'Victoria's reign. 
The 


13th parliament, which was dissolved July 
8, was elected in July, 1892, and assembled 
on Aug. 4 of that year. 
Under the sep- 


tennial act, passed during tho reigu of 
George I, it would not have expired by 
limitation until Aug. 4, 1899, but its ca- 
reer lias been cut short by the exigencies 
of party politics after au existence of 2 
years 11 months and 4 days. 


When the parliament first assembled, 


nearly three years ago, it contained a home 
rule majority of 40, the home rule party 
including 274 Liberals and 81 Irish mem-

Unu'uaried by t-ho fervor of the lingo 


morningmeetings in UIOM' places, nottireil 
by the earnest efforts of thu noon rallies 
in a do/en places, where congregate the 
toilers of Boston, and far from satisfied 
with the encouragement gained at the 15 
general committee meetings yesterday af- 
ternoon, the Christians gathered, '53,000 
strong, at the big meetings at the three 
great auditoriums of Mechanics' hall and 
Tents 
AVilliston 
and Endeavor. 
The 


splendid weather, continued since tho be- 
ginning of the greatest religious festival 
the world has ever seen, has not yet failed. 


Like the modern three-ringed circus, the 


big meetings of last eve ning presented an 
embarrassment of riches, and Endea\or- 
ers hardly knew where to go. 
At Me- 


chanics' hall building the address of Rev. 
A. C. Dixou, D.D., of Brooklyn, attracted 
thousands, while other thousands were 
drawn to Tent Williston by the announce- 
ment of an address by Kev. Henry Mont- 
gomery of Belfast, one of the grand eccle- 
siastical triumvirate of European fame— 
Spurgeon. Brown and Montgomery. 


Peuiisylvanians were partial to Mechan- 


ics' building because of the speech there 
of Rev. J. T. McCrory, D.D., of Pittsburg, 
but Marylanders generally attended the 
meeting at Tent Endeavor, that they might 
hear, among other good tilings, the address 
of Kcv. Hyle Delkeof Hagerstowu, Md., on 
the "Centrnlity of Christian Fellowship." 


At Tents Endeavor and Williston the 


five-minute greetings of Endeavoreis from 
the corners of the earth, constituting that 
part of the program designated "The Par- 
liament of Nations,'' were both encour- 
aging and instructive, and at all three 
meetings the presentation of a banner to a 
local union for best work in promoting 
our local fellowship provoked multitudi- 
nous approbation for the successful and 
deserving union.

Topics of Interest to Unitarians Discussed at 


Their Convention. 


BOSTON, July 13.—At the morning ses- 


sion of the second day's convention of the 
Young People's Christian union Jersey 
City was chosen as the place for the con- 
vention of 18'JG, 


The convention adopted the report of the 


Committee on reports recommending the 
continuation of the 2 cents a day plan of 
raising funds. 


Professor I. Wallace Gate of Tokio, 


Japan, made the address of the morning. 
His subject was the success of mission 
work in Japan, and, after thanking the 
young people of America for their sympa- 
thy and aid, he called for assistance in the 
establishment, in the near future-, of a 
union in the land of the mikado. 
During 


the morning a resolution of greeting and 
good wishes was presented by Rev. G. W. 
Cook on behalf of the Young People's as- 
sociation of the Unitarian church. 


At the evening session Rev. J. M. Pull- 


man, D.D., spoke upon "Modern Methods 
of Charity Work." "There is." he said, 
"a new charity. 
The charity which not 


only seeks to give relief, but to give char- 
acter to 
the objects of charity. 
The 


methods 
of modern 
charity 
may 
be 


grouped into three classes: First, is the 
ameliorating effort—the pool-house is an 
instance of lliis kind of charity. 
The 


second is the restorative effort by which, 
through friendly visits to the unfortun- 
ate, they may lx> restored to a condition 
of self-respect 
and self-support. 
The 


third effort is the prevention, aud this is 
the kind of work which can best l)e done 
by the members of the Y. P, C t". This 
is the work with the children, by which 
they arc so trained i^at they shall become 
Useful and self-supporting." 


Rev. 
Florence Kollock of Pasadena, 


Cal.. spoke on "Latent Power of Vniver- 
salism." urging with rare eloquence upon 
the young people the necessity of homes 
seeing their religion and putting it to 
work if they would know its power. 
There is no power in theory. There is 
untold power in tho principles of I'niver- 
salism, but the power is latent until help- 
ful service is attempted, when it shows it- 
self and increases with divine rapidity. 


Rev. 
Augustus J. Chapin of Omaha 


spoke on "Youth In Age"—striking the 
chord of sympathy between the young peo- 
ple and the old, and helping to increase 
the spirit and power of the church as a 
whole in all its departments of work. 


HINTS AT CONSPIRACY. 


What Mrs. McDDnald Has to Say of Her Hus- 


band's Financial Troubles. 


ST. Louis, July 13.—Mrs. Elis McDon- 


ald, reported to have fled from San Fran- 
cisco with ?IOU,OJU belonging to her hus- 
band, Richard H. McDonald, Jr., now in 
jail in that city awi^ing^rial for forgery 
and embezzlement in connection with the 
wrecking of the Pacific bank, was located 
in this city yesterday. She is stopping 
with her sister-in-law, Mrs John Carlton. 
At first she would not admit her identity, 
but after reading the report of her alleged 
flight, she acknowledged that she was Mrs. 
Richard McDonald. She then said: 


"Richard McDonald. Sr., my father-in- 


law, went to New York and sent for us," 
she said.' "When we arrived, he asked my 
husband to take me and go abroad. My 
husband said no; that he was content and 
would go back to San Francisco aud face 
the charges. His father begged him to go, 
and even offered our expenses. But my 
husband refused, and the result was that 
\vc went back to San Francisco, his father 
remaining in New York, where he is at 
present. 


"Then followed my husband's arrest, 


and all of this trouble, of whicli I know 
nothing, 
I am totally ignorant of my 


husband's financial dealings, therefore 
am not in a position to talk of them, but 
I know that my husband is innocent of 
the charge r»;ainst him, and is the victim 
of a political conspiracy. That is why his 
father wanted him to goabroid, as he said 
that our enemies in San Francisco would 
resort to any means to pull us down."
